August 


RFE/RL President Thomas A. Dine announced today that RFE/RL 
broadcasts to Belarus’ have expanded in length, from four to eight 
hours per day on a variety of shortwave frequencies and from seven to 
ten hours on mediumwave via affiliate Radio Baltic Waves in 
Lithuania. RFE/RL's Belarus’ Service is also expanding the number of 
hours of original programming it produces, from three to five hours 
per day. 


Dine said "the expanded broadcast schedule was launched today, one 
month in advance of Belarus’ ' presidential election on 9 September, 
so that RFE/RL can better provide the citizens of Belarus’ with 
comprehensive, balanced news, and analyses they will need to make an 
informed choice when they go to the polls." 


Anecdotal reports from Belarus’ indicate strong and increasing 
listenership to the current RFE/RL programmes. 


The US Broadcasting Board of Governors fully supports RFE/RL's 
expanded broadcasting to Belarus’. The expanded RFE/RL Belarus’ 
broadcasts are being promoted not only by the service itself, but 
also on the broadcasts of RFE/RL's Russian and Ukrainian services. In 
addition, advertisements concerning the expanded broadcasts have 
appeared in about 20 Russian and Belarusian language newspapers 
serving Belarus’. The doubling of broadcasts to Belarus’ is currently 
scheduled to continue until 30 September. 


Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty is a private, international 
communications service to Eastern Europe and Southeastern Europe, 
Russia, the Caucasus, Central Asia and the Middle East funded by the 
US Congress through the Broadcasting Board of Governors.

BBC Monitoring has observed that Radio Kahuzi, a Christian station 
broadcasting from Bukavu in the area of the eastern Democratic 
Republic of Congo (DRCongo) controlled by the rebels of the Congolese 
Rally for Democracy (RCD), broadcasts a bulletin of news in French 
about the RCD daily at 1100 gmt. 


The news bulletin identifies itself as coming from the rebel- 
controlled RTNC (Radio-Television Nationale Congolaise) and uses the 
Same signature tune as bulletins from the rebel-controlled radio at 
Bunia (also in eastern DRCongo). 


On 6 August the lead item in the 1100 gmt RTNC bulletin relayed by 
Radio Kahuzi was a report on a news conference given the previous day 
by Dr Adolphe Onusumba Yemba, the leader of the Rwandan-backed 
faction of the RCD which is based in Goma (also in the eastern 
DRCongo). Yemba's news conference had earlier been reported by the 
rebel-controlled RTNC radio in Goma at 0500 gmt on 6 August. 


Radio Kahuzi is operated by the Christian organization Believers' 
Express. It broadcasts on the shortwave frequency of 6210 kHz.

Dear Glenn, I've been stopping by your web page 
every now and then and see you archive quite a bit of information 
about foreign broadcasters. I was pleasantly surprised this evening 
when I heard quite plainly an English news broadcast from what 
appeared to be "Radio Croatia" on 603 kHz (from southern Wisconsin 
between 00:30 and 00:45 UTC). And this on my first real try at 
hearing a trans-Atlantic broadcast on medium wave. I'm having a hard 
time verifying this using other sources. Has this been heard by 
others? If so, what city does the broadcast originate from? Thanks in 
advance for your response, (Rich Frey, Evansville, WI, USA, August 8, 
DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Rich, This is very strange. I don’t find any Croatian transmitter 
listed on 603 kHz. My suspicion is that you were actually getting a 
receiver-produced image from 9925 kHz, the only known SW frequency in 
use for this, which is actually relayed via Germany. You don't say 
anything about your receiver or antenna, but unless it is a high- 
quality communications receiver, it may well be prone to such images. 
It would also be odd, however, to show up at exactly 603 kHz, which 
is in fact a European MW channel. One might explore some possible 
formulas involving multiplication and adding or subtracting the 
intermediate frequency of the rx (usually 455 or 450 kHz). Regards,

Of course, all his observations apply to his own QTH near Rosario, 
Argentina, but should be useful elsewhere. Most items do not have any 
mention of program details, but one which does appears in this issue 
under URUGUAY. 


LatinoamErica DX is subtitled ‘‘publicaciUn estadIistica mensual de 
esuchas diarias y de pronUsticos para radiUfilos y diexistas de la 
onda corta latinoamericana’*. Yes, it is entirely in Spanish, and is 
as far as I know, not available on the web, but only by post. No 
subscription prices are given, but I expect he would send some issues 
for a few IRCs, to Emilio Pedro Povrzenic, Primero de Mayo 1071, 
Villa Diego, SF, Argentina. 


It would also be nice if someone with an optical scanner (and a 
careful proofreader) would availablize LADX with less delay and more 
convenience on the web, if EPP would agree to that. He does an 
incredible amount of work on this which ought to reach more in the LA 
DXing community (Glenn Hauser, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx SOMALIA. Update on Somali radio stations | The following are 
observations on radio stations in Somalia from BBC Monitoring's East 
Africa Unit in Nairobi. 


It should be noted that the Somali radio scene is fluid, sometimes 
very much so. This is often very directly related to political and 
military events on the ground. For example, Kismaayo (where there are 
thought to be some FM stations) has changed hands between factions 
twice so far this week. 


So, any information about stations and their schedules may be 
perishable. 


Stations in Mogadishu: 


Radio Banaadir. Takes its name from Banaadir region, encompassing 


Mogadishu and its immediate environs. Began broadcasting in early 
2000, at which time it was said to be supportive of faction leader 
Husayn Haji Bod. It is now seen as being fairly independent, possibly 
with a slight bias towards the interim government (of which Bod is a 
member) . 


It broadcasts on FM in Mogadishu and used to be heard on shortwave 
(in the 7 MHz band), but this is not being observed at present. 


HornAfrik. This station broke new ground when it was opened in late 
1999 as being the first in Mogadishu not tied to a political or 
military faction. It is also the BBC's rebroadcasting partner in 
Mogadishu. It broadcasts on FM. Its web site - 

http://www. hornafrik.com - offers audio from HornAfrik radio as well 
as textual material in both Somali and English. 


Radio Mogadishu, Voice of the People of the Somali Republic. This is 
the radio of faction leader Aydid and the longest running station in 
Mogadishu. It began broadcasting in 1993 when the late Aydid senior 
(Muhammad Farah Aydid) set it up as a replacement for the former 
state-controlled Radio Mogadishu, which he had seized and used as his 
mouthpiece before it was destroyed by US military forces. The station 
has not been on the air continuously since then, but it is active 
now. 


It now supports Aydid junior (Husayn Muhammad Aydid) and is a 
mouthpiece for the Somali National Alliance (SNA) and the Somali 
Reconciliation and Restoration Council (SRRC). It is strongly opposed 
to the interim government. 


The radio is observed station on 6750 kHz shortwave and is also 
believed to broadcast on FM in Mogadishu. 


Note: Faction leaders Uthman Ali Ato and Ali Mahdi Muhammad used to 
operate their own radio stations in Mogadishu, but these are now both 
thought to be defunct. 


Stations elsewhere in Somalia: 


Radio Hargeysa. The official station of the Republic of Somaliland 
and operational since Somaliland declared its independence in 1991. 
It is observed on 7530 kHz shortwave. It is also believed to 
broadcast in Hargeysa on mediumwave. 


Radio Galkacyo. Located in the northeastern self-declared state of 
Puntland. In the past Radio Galkacyo could be heard in Nairobi on 
shortwave (in the 7 MHz band) but is not observed at present. 
However, reports from Radio Galkacyo are posted on the web site 


http: //www.allpuntland.com 


Also in Puntland there are FM stations in Garoowe (the Puntland 
capital) and in the port of Boosaaso. 


It should be noted that the Puntland administration is currently 
riven by factionalism between deposed leader Abdullahi Yusuf and the 
new leader, Yusuf Haji Nur. Galkacyo is the former's home town, and 
so it seems likely that Radio Galkacyo will continue to broadcast in 
his support. 


Radio Kismaayo (southern Somalia). This was heard on shortwave 6900 
kHz last year (at which time Kismaayo was in the hands of the forces 
of Aydid and the Somali National Front, SNF) but has not been heard 
recently. In view of the changeable military situation in Kismaayo, 
and southern Somalia in general, it is possible that the station is 
now defunct or dormant. We believe that there are, or have been, some 
FM radios operating in Kismaayo. 


Radio Baydhabo (or Baidoa) (southern Somalia). This station, 
supporting the Rahanwein Resistance Army (RRA; opposed to the interim 
government and reportedly backed by Ethiopia), was heard in early 
2001 on shortwave (around 6800 kHz). It has not been heard recently. 
Again, in view of the military situation in southern Somalia, with 
the RRA having suffered some recent defeats at the hands of pro- 
government forces, the radio may no longer be active, or may only be 
transmitting on FM (although Baydhabo town remains in the hands of 
the RRA).

Radio Free Vietnam was heard at *1400-1429* UT on 15235 kHz (?ex-

seems there was another program in a different Asian language 
(Burmese?) following before they pulled the plug at 1431 UT. I think 
I heard something like "Democratic Myanmar". May be a hint at the 
station carrying Radio Free Vietnam (H. Kuhl, Germany, Aug 2, 2001 in 
DX-plorer-ML) 


Radio Free Vietnam heard in Vietnamese *1400-1431* on 15235 kHz (not 
on 15230 as announced) on August 1-2. Too weak signal was on August 
1st to understand content (except Vietnamese language), but the next 
day reception was better. Heard talks in which often mentioned New 
Orleans city. The address announced at the end of transmission- in 
New Orleans, Louisiana, USA (R. Petraitis, Lithuania, Aug 2, 2001 for 
CRW) 


15235 Radio Free Vietnam: As reported yesterday Radio Free Vietnam 
started its program at 1400 UT on 15235 kHz. The signal was a bit 
weaker today (H. Kuhl, Germany, Aug 3, 2001 in DX-plorer-ML) 


Radio Free Vietnam, heard today on 15235 (thanks to Harald Kuhl 
info!), between 1400-1430:40« s/off with SINPO: 35443 in Buenos 

Aires city. At 1404 I heard a Anthem, that I think, was the old 
National Anthem of the ex-South Vietnam (G. I. Barrera Aug 3, 2001 in 
DX-plorer-ML) 


Today I checked in Denmark the new 15235.0 R Free Vietnam, Aug 03, 
1410-1430*«, Vietnamese comment about the situation in Indonesia, 
talks with several mentions of Vietnam, Vietnamese songs, 1423-1428 
Speech from Florida in Vietnamese with a telephone ringing in the 
background. Big applause at the end. Closed with Vietnamese 
instrumental music and frequency announcement. Weak QRM on 15235 by R 
Rossii // 5940, possibly from Khanty-Mansiysk (3 kW). 34444. I had no 
indication of which transmitter was used, but I do not think it is 
J,lich, because it was much stronger than Democratic Voice of Burma 
via J,lich on 15405, and it is not mentioned in the DTK schedule for 
J,lich as of Aug 01 (A. Petersen, Denmark, Aug 3, 2001 in EDXP-ML, 
via WORLD OF RADIO 1091, DXLD) 


I just listened again to the tape recording of August 2, 2001, of 
15235 kHz. The program of Voice of Free Vietnam was running till 
1429 UT, immediately followed by the start of another program ina 
different Asian language till a sudden s/off at 1431 UT, indicating 
an error at the transmitting site. 


Today I listened to Voice of Democratic Burma on 15405 kHz from 
around 1430 UT. It now turned out that the program on 15235 kHz I 


listened to between 1429-1431 UT two days ago indeed was this 
program/station. The melody and station ID fits 100%. 


So, while of course I cannot swear that 15235 kHz is coming from the 
same site as 15405 kHz, it should be clear now that Radio Free 
Vietnam is at least using one of the sites of Voice of Democratic 
Burma. Btw: Signal strength on 15235 and 15405 kHz are more or less 
the same here (H. Kuhl, Germany, Aug 4, 2001 in DX-plorer-ML) 


Decided to check Radio Free Vietnam on announced 15230, but nothing 
was heard here at 1424 (tune-in). Meanwhile, a weak Vietnamese- 
sounded signal was audible on nearby 15235 kHz. Program ended at 1430 
exactly. I guess that was the actual frequency of the mentioned 
broadcaster (V. Kovalenko, Russia, Aug ?, 2001 in Signal 25)

listening to the program of Radio Free Vietnam. Radio Free Vietnam 
has five programs, 1400-1430 UT, 19 meter and 15,235 kHz:
